The verdict of the coroner's jury In
the case of James Cullen, the wealthy
contractor who was lynched at Charles
Clty, Ila., Wednesday night for th
murder of his wife and stepson, is to
the ¢fMect thut he came to his death by
hanging at the hands of partles un-
known to the jury.

The autopsy revealed thut Cullen's
brain showed degeneration and that
there were traces of adhesions. This
It I8 declared, would have saved him
from the gallows and caused him to
have been sent to the asylum,

Judge Kelly called the grand Jury in

al noon and gave it special Instruc-
tlons, He sald:
‘As you have doubtiess heard, dur.

Ing last night an act was commitled in
this city of homes that will forever be
a stain upon Charles City and Floyd
county. During the times when this
court was In and while the
grand jury was actually Investignting
# charge against & man who was In
the custody of the sheriff, locked In
the jall of this county, and who wis
legally entitled to the full protection
of the lawa of lown, a lawless mob
foreibly broke into jall and in cold
blood dragged thely helpless vietim to
i publie bridge In the center of the
town in a public street and murdered
him,

“The crime of which James Cullen
was accused and which was doubtless
committed by him, pales into insignin-
cance when compared with the delib-
ernte act of an organized mob,

“You now have nothlng to do with
the gullt or lonocence of Cullen. His
case I8 In the hands of God. Bul he
was murdered, gentlemen, and every
person who actively participated in
the act or who alded and abetted it |«
equally gullty of murder, and upon you
regts the duty of taking the frst steps
towards bringing his murderers to jus-
tice. I enjoin upon you the perforin-
ance of this duty without fear or favor
in accordance with your oiaths, You
can retire, pnd I direct you to make
i full report In this matter.”
